Dear Sir: 

As one interested in skin diving and also 
a subscriber to your excellent magazine, the 
following information should be of interest 
to you and other skin divers if it has not 
already been brought to your attention. 

That as of March 1956 it is against the law 
in the Bahamas to use any device, other 
than a schnorkel, designed for the purpose 
of enabling a person to breathe whilst under 
water when spearfishing. Also when spear- 
fishing it is not allowed to use any device 
that will discharge a missile under water 
by means of or through the agency of any 
compressed Gas. 

Lungs and similar devices for breathing 
under the water are allowed to be used for 
sight-seeing purposes, exploration, photo- 
graphing and so forth.

Built on the wild granite shores of Cape Breton. Nova Scotia: 
and costing the French government $10.000.000 to construct. the 
mighty fortress of Louisbourg was destroyed in 1760. 

During the last battle 13.000 British and American soldiers 
and over 100 ships blasted the French garrison for 47 days. 
The “Gibraltar of the North” even with its 30 foot granite walls. 
and its indominatable little garrison of 3.500 Frenchmen could 
not stand up to the overpowering numbers in the attacking 
forces. 

As on land, sea battles raged without respite. Great, white 
canvased war-ships, their sails puffed up in the pride of battle 
fought for possession of the sea. The British Navy was on the 
offensive, the French fleet was bottled up, finally in the harbor 
of Louisbourg. 

First the 64 gun ship-of-the-line La Prudent was shelled and 
it burned to the water line. Then Entreprenant, 64 guns, ex- 
ploded in the middle of the harbour. Flotsam and drifting spars 
and dead bodies floated over the surface of the water. 

As a last ditch stand, the French chained together five ships- 
of-the-line and scuttled them in the mouth of the harbour. This 
action was an attempt to blockade the harbour from impending 
Royal Navy attack. But the scuttling proved of little value. 
Louisbourg surrendered on 27 July 1758, and army engineers 
completely demolished it in 1760. 

Today only grassy lands mark the burial place of the once 
mighty fortress; and crashing, long-rolling breakers are the only 
tombstones of the sunken ships that lay feet deep in the bottom 
sediment. 

In 1952 I set myself the task of finding, and recovering what 
I could, of the remains of those ships in the sediment: plus the

remains of other ships that had gone down during storms and 
other battles . . . in all, some ten ships. 

Dreams are the stuff that urge men into action. However. 
dreams alone would not raise the relics of Louisbourg’s battles 
on the sea. Only practically applied methods and techniques of 
seamanship, archeology, and reconnaissance and salvage diving 
would prove that a dream of uncovering, at least some of the 
relics, could be made to come true. 

It took two full years of planning and research, and several re- 
connaissance dives before a fullscale operation to find the ships 
could take place. In the beginning | was a deep-sea diving and 
frogman instructor with the navy, and later | joined a research 
foundation as a research assistant in oceanography. 

These two positions, plus historical research training in col- 
lege greatly assisted me in my twentieth century “attack” on 
Louisbourg under the sea; and the fact that I could read a little 
French also helped out. Fortunately, too 1 had the assistance of 
the tremendously enthusiastic Sydney Skin Diving Club. 

Louisbourg harbor encompasses an area of about one square 
mile. To search willy-nilly so large an area, in depths up to 80 
feet would be impractical. So it was necessary first, to pin-point. 
as closely as possible, the position of the sunken vessels: and 
secondly, to learn the recognition of plants, animals and rocks 
on the sea bottom. The recognition of which serves as clues un- 
derwater. 

When I had transferred my historical chart findings to mod- 
ern charts, and when I felt that | could call every fish, (verte- 
brate and invertebrate), plant and rock by its first name; and 
when all the other findings regarding tides, currents. weather 
and ancient ship construction was amassed, I was ready to look 
for the sunken fleet with some degree of certainty in finding its 
remains ... in the time and budget available.

made by May 1955, and | had the warmer summer water in 
which to dive, I telephoned Gordon Naish of the Sydney Skin 
Diving Club. 

None of us had much money. but Gordon’s enthusiasm, drive 
and scrounging abilities were put to work with such good will 
that by the time I arrived in Cape Breton with my gear all ar- 
rangements for boats, compressed air. and living quarters had 
been made: plus the hundred and one details that must be seen 
to. 

With me came my two young assistants Douglas and Roger 
Grant: and Ed Bollinger. a noted photographer with whom | am 
now diving on the Floridian reefs.

When the skipper that had been 
engaged saw the size of the originally expected three man ex- 
pedition: and when he took one look at Ed’s camera equipment 
he must have thought a movie company had moved on loca- 
tion... for he jacked up his price. 

Along with us came Dr. Alexander Gyorfi, medical officer of 
the club and he wanted to shoot me, and Bob MacDonald who 
was going to dive with me. full of glucose and vitamin B,, and 
heaven knows what else. But we said that we'd give him some 
real practice in submarine medicine if anything went wrong. 

Finally Ken Cross gave us the best deal and incidentally the 
best boat: high roomy cabin, low freeboard. good engines, lots 
of deck space aft and fathoms of all kinds of towing, and search 
line. We loaded the boat full of our equipment and set out. 

The harbour waters were choppy. the wind stiff and the tide 
currents laying over the central marker buoys. We had lost good 
slack water by dickering with the fishermen.

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Adventure in the Red Sea... 


ONAS 
EXPEDITION 


By JEAN FOEX 


We are happy to present to our read- 
ers, an underwater adventure experi- 
enced in the Red Sea by a young French 
chemist engineer from Marseilles. Roger 
Grange. Vice President of the “Group 
de peche et d’exploration sous marine”. 

January the 4th, 1955, Roger Grange. 
embarked on the “Negbah” with the 
French “Jonas” Expedition, composed 
of 11 members including the writer. 
Jean Foex. who under circumstance act- 
ed as photographer and cameraman: of 
Mike Rocca, professional cameraman 
who accompanied by his assistant, Mal- 
aussena, turned the first French cinema- 
scope underwater film. and finally by 
S. de Sazo. creator of the “L’Aventure 
sous marine’ periodical. From this trip 
into a world of fantasia, Roger Grange 
has brought back documents and _his- 
tory, which could well have excited the 
fancies of Jules Verne. 

Eight days of crossing on angry seas 

then traversing the Negev desert 
through the heart of Israel under mili- 
tary escort. with guns in hand .. . 

The sun baked road bore its way 
through the rocky land. We were en- 
circled by a barren landscape of un- 
friendly aspect! We proceeded in si- 
lence. lead by a military escort armed 
to the teeth. whose mission was to as- 
sure our protection through the Negev 
desert where Arabian outlaws are fre- 
quently on the warpath. 

Finally the expedition arrived at its 
destination—Eilat! Eilat in the Gulf of 
Akaba on the Red Sea. At sunset we 
reached Eilat. The sight was breath tak- 
ing. The Edom and the Moab mountains 
which encircle the city sprang skyward, 
bathed in the sea of violets and reds. 

The hotel where we quartered was 
quite strange. It resembled a great deal 
that of a far-west ranch. Indeed Eilat. 


strategic point between Egypt and the 
Arabian States—the haschisch contre. 
band road seems to be the perfect set. 
ting for a western. Its southwesten 
decor. the gun shots in the night, its 
ever-armed population add to the reality 
of this cinemagraphic image.

1 :dmit 
my heart shuddered at this first © \ntaet 
and without hesitation, I dove j»to a 
school of little fish pursued by | arra- 
cudas! After the first stroke. all an <uish 
disappeared—but in contrast. | was 
held spellbound by the magical sight 
spread below me! 

Imagine a giant Japanese aquar)um— 
enormous fish glided along. At times 
bursting out like strange flowers. What 
beauty . what harmony of colors .. 
a fabulous flora and fauna multiplied 
by the transparency of the crystal clear 
waters, opening before my eyes the 
doors to a surrealistic universe. 

The sea bottom of Akaba gulf is 
formed of sand and coral beds where 
hundreds of species of fish live. The 
members of the expedition found in 
the Red Sea the same fish that we find 
in the deep water of our Mediterranean 
coast—‘‘liche. tuna. bonito”. However. 
the coral fish resembled in no wa) 
the fish of our coasts. with the excep: 
tion of two species to my knowledge. 
One is the marine-eel (muroena) w hose 
mouth is bright yellow, and the “group: 
er’. It is the common fish of the Red 
Sea of which there are several species: 
the red. yellow, spotted grey and the 
tiger-grouper with a tail similar to that 
of the parrot-fish. 

All of these groupers were mosi wel 
comed, as our daily fish soup “bouilla 
baisse” which saved us from the ordeal 
of “shark steak” as prepared by 00 
old Lef, proprietor of the Jonas’ 1 neh 
For days and days in front of my as 
tounded eyes. paraded the most bi-arr4 
assortment of fish. I could not giv yo 
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Vike Rocca and assistants making the first French underwater cinemascope movie. 


their scientific names: anyway. the ones 
they are commonly attributed enchant 
me rore. 

| . as able to film and to photograph 
the blowing fish”, called the “porcu- 
pine fish”, who blow up like a balloon 
at the least sign of attack. I was face 
to face with the “antenna” or “radio 
fish” it’s dorsal fins demuserally 
elonv ated, with the “crocodile fish”. the 
“trumpet fish”. the “rhinoceros fish”, 
whose head has the characteristic hump, 
the “box fish” its body being shaped like 
a rectangular box. Particularly attract- 
ed, was I, by the “lion fish”: its fins re- 
mind be of tiny sails, the gracious move- 
ments of which recall the peacocks strut- 
ting step. It is too bad that the “parrot 
fish” cannot talk: what underwater leg- 
ends he could have told. I contented 
myself by admiring its powerful beak 
and its scales of the most beautiful 
green. 

Today, when I close my eyes. I can 
sill see a burst of color that no fire- 
works will ever duplicate! 

It took me endless patience and cun- 
hing to approach and photograph this 
fauna. Hidden in its coral haunts it re- 
fused to come out. Even to the tiny crea- 
lures that sought refuge amongst the 
painful needles of the sea urchin. 

And the sharks . . . There is the ques- 
tion I was most often asked after my 
return. Everyone no doubt awaited a 
palpitating story. I must have disap- 
pointed my friends, 

I have very simply seen sharks, as I 
had seen them previously in Corsica and 
Djerba Island. That is to say, isolated 
sharks, indolent, minding their way, in- 
different to cameramen and_photog- 
taplers. I believe that in these waters 
abuidant in fish, the sharks well fed, 


don’t have the least desire to attack man 
as long as one is willing to leave 
him alone. For example, it is in the Red 
Sea that Jean Foucher Couteau was bit- 
ten in the thigh by a thirty pound shark 
after he had wounded the beast. 


Frederick Dumas tells us that at the 
Cape Vert Island he transpierced a shark 
with an explosive head spear: however, 
this one exploded only after it had gone 
through the animal’s body. Dumas was 
quite shaken by the explosion, while the 
shark quietly continued on its way. 


The barracudas, on the other hand. 
were quite numerous and sometimes 
very curious. Generally while taking 
underwater shots. it was not rare to 
have a barracuda in one’s back. I did 
not feel reassured. The stern and inquis- 
itive eyes of this fish made me shudder. 
Since the barracudas stay in groups at 
ranks dashing straight before 
them, it is recommended not to insist 
on remaining in their way. All this does 
not erase the nostalgia of new adven- 
tures in the Red Sea. Until then I hope 
to someday be able to present you the 
film I realized over there. I have the 
honest impression to have brought back 
to Marseilles, capital of underwater 
hunting and exploration, something 
which is kin to her and which should 
belong to her.

We've been fooling around at this skin diving business for 
several years over here (Japan) and read about everything 
about the sport we could get our hands on. Our diving has 
never produced anything worth bragging about so we’ve always 
stayed on the sidelines so to speak. However. not too long ago 
we did have one rather interesting experience that might possibly 
be of interest to the skin diving brotherhood. 

We loaded our gear aboard our 40-foot cruiser, the “Barra- 
cuda” at Zushi, Japan, just outside Tokyo Bay, for a four day 
cruise down the coast over the Thanksgiving holidays. Our 
destination was Kawana, about 40 miles further south where 
water was reputedly clearer and fishing, we therefore reasoned, 
should be terrific. Weather was tops and the sea calm. Light 
jackets protected us sufficiently from the crisp winter breeze.

BUTCHERY 


By JOE HUGHES 


A leisurely four hour cruise brought us to the little fis sing 
village of Kawana and we eased inside the tiny breakwater 
early in the afternoon. We dropped the hook and took a line 
ashore in the dingy, thus providing us with a safe mooring 
for the night. 

We struck up a conversation with a couple of local fishermen 
who assured us that we were more than welcome to dive their 
waters to our hearts content though they were sure that any 
man diving in the cold winter water would have his reproductory 
powers severely injured. They assured us that enormous fish 
lurked in every nook and cranny and that we would find the 
Awabi (abs) as thick as barnacles. One of them ventured that 
since his sons could carry on without him for a day, he would 
personally guide us just for the privilege of watching Crazy- 
americans (one word over here, just like Damyankee down 
south) making like the fish with our lung equipment. We 
agreed and arranged to meet him at the harbor at 8:00 a.m. the 
following morning. 

As always happens, the sea was kicking up the next day s 
with our old fisherman calling shots, we struck off down the 
coast looking for a sheltered cove where we might dive in com- 
parative safety. Following his instruction, we dropped the look 
in 12 fathoms of water and Tom took an exploratory dive. He 
was back in a half hour to report a sheet-rock bottom with 
eerie 100 foot visibility, due no doubt to the chop on the sur- 
face and the overcast day. He brought with him a 20-lb beast 
with a protruding forehead which we refer to as an Australian 
Snapper. Tom said the place left a lot to be desired so we upped 
anchor and moved off in search of a better spot. Suzin, who was 
feeling a little queasy, heartily endorsed this plan of action. 

Suddenly our fisherman gave a cry of delight and pointing 
to a group of boats far to seaward, informed us that they were 
chasing “animals, not fish, that lived in the sea and jumped 
out of the water all the time.” This we assumed to mean porp »ise. 
which was quickly confirmed in a translation dictionary. “Yes. 
Iruka!” exclaimed the old fisherman, and he went on to sug zest 
that we join the chase. Since the sea was not too good for diving 
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we agreed to go out and take a look. 
Sandy slapped both throttles ahead-full 
and the Barracuda leaped forward to 
the chase. Twenty minutes later we had 
joined the nearest of the boats. 

As we observed, our fisherman ex- 
plained the mechanics of the hunt. Fifty 
or so Japanese fishing boats, each 30-40 
feet |. ng and powered with small “one- 
lung” diesels, had stealthily encircled a 
large herd of porpoise and now formed 
a ser.-circle approximately 10 miles in 
diam-ier against the shore. Now the 
boats began to steadily work in toward 
shore the men slapping the water with 
long bamboo poles to drive the por- 
poise. before them. The foolish animals 
allow -d themselves to be driven thusly, 
not: alizing that they could simply dive 
unde the fishing boats and quickly out- 
dista. ce the fishermen. 

Fi 1r hours later the semi-circle of 
boat had closed until they were nearly 
gun ile-to-gunwale across the mouth of 
asm. || cove. A net was brought out from 
shor and the entire herd was neatly cor- 
ralle’. Posting several small guard boats, 
the cet retired for the night. Nearly 
100. porpoise circled the cove in endless 
fash’ »n, whistling and splashing. The old 
fishe man informed us that the average 
anin al weighed about 400-lbs. with a 
few ld 9 foot bulls of over 500-lbs. The 
slau: hter, he told us, would begin the 
next morning. Upon returning to port 
we asked the fisherman if we might enter 
the «ove and try for some underwater 
pictures of the herd the next day. Shak- 
ing ‘heir heads in amazement they said 
we were more than welcome but warned 
us to start early if we hoped to have any 
visibility at all. The cove would soon be 
red with blood once the butchery began. 

Promptly at 8:00 a.m. the following 
morning we anchored outside the net. 
The fishermen were already on the job 
arranging their large dipper-net and 
working the long, low slaughter-boats in- 
to position. We sat about the deck of the 
Barracuda watching first the fishermen 
and then the circling herd of squealing 
porpoises. We carefully avoided all men- 
tion of the proposed picture-taking and 
chatted merrily about the weather and 
other such pleasant topics. Finally, 
throwing discretion to the winds, I said 
“O.K. Pll go. Somebody rig me a lung 
while I load the Rollei.” A few minutes 
later | slipped down the diving ladder 
and finned my way toward the net, 
Sandy following me in the dingy. 

I slipped over the top of the net and 
sounded immediately in the slightly 
murky, green, seven-fathom water of 
the cove. The squealing of the herd was 
dea‘ening and I could hear the splashing 
of their endless jumps but I could see 
nothing but the green water and the 
white sand bottom. By now I had come 
lo 1ave serious misgivings about the 


whole enterprise. While all the books 
unanimously agreed that the porpoise 
was absolutely harmless and non-aggres- 
sive, | wondered. Was it possible that 
some of these beasts had not read those 
same books? On the other hand, facing 
tribal extinction at the hands of the fish- 
ermen, weren’t these creatures entitled, 
yea encouraged, to break their non-ag- 
gression pact? Even given a negative 
answer to these questions, 400-lb. fish 
were still 400-lb. fish and a man in a 
herd of LOOO of them. closely packed 
might be accidentally trampled in the 
rush. It was therefore a very timid diver 
who hugging the bottom, gingerly ap- 
proached the press. 





The fishermen surrounded the 
circling herd. 

At last I was able to see the outermost 
animals of the pack and to my relief. 
they paid not attention to me at all. | 
began snapping pictures and advanced 
into the throng. They 
around me but they politely avoided hit- 
ting me as they raced past in their endless 
circling. After I had exhausted my film. 
I surfaced to hand the camera to Sandy 
in the dingy and he suggested I pose for 
a picture in the center of the herd where 
the creatures were rearing their heads 
out of the water. I obliged and joined 
the boys to tread water and rear my 
head also. Then I decided to join the 
gang in their game of follow the leader. 
They were much too fast for me so I 
erabbing a medium-sized tail as it went 
past and hung on for a ride. The por- 
poise was a good natured beast for he 
didn’t seem to mind at all. After a minute 
though, he dislodged me with a flick of 
his tail and I was back on my own. Spot- 
ting a baby (which subsequently weighed 
in at only 85-lbs.) cruising along with his 
nose against his mother’s stomach. I 
grabbed his tail, figuring he wouldn't flip 
me off so easily. To our mutual surprise, 
he could not even tow me so I towed him. 
I surfaced and a couple of flips brought 
me to the dingy where I handed a sur- 
prised Sandy the tail of a flopping por- 
poise. Sandy boated him and we struck 
out for the Barracuda amid the deafen- 
ing cheers of the fishermen. Once on 
board I posed for snapshots and we 
turned “Junior” over to the fishermen. 

Tom and Sandy were eager to join 
in the fun so donning, rubber suits and 
snorkels, they were soon in the middle 


were soon all 





of the herd. Unencumbered by a lung, 
they were able to hold on to the big fel- 
lows for exciting rides. Sandy held one 
big one while Tom mounted him like 
a bronco. The porpoise goodnaturedly 
went along with the gag for a while and 
then sounded until Tom was forced to 
surface for air. It was a regular rodeo 
and the fishermen cheered until they 
were hoarse. 

Soon the fishermen got down to busi- 
ness though. and a very bloody business 
it was. They systematically cut off small , 
groups with a net and hauled them into a 
long, low boat where they promptly stab- 
bed each animal and threw it in the hold 
to bleed. When the boat was loaded to 
the gunwales with the flopping. bleeding 
creatures it would start for the home port 
and an empty boat took its place. 

We had had about enough of this 
gory business and hated to watch these 
lovable animals treated so brutally so we 
hauled in the anchor and made for a 
nearby rock in search of some diving. 

The rock we selected was about a mile 
off shore and as we approached we were 
surprised that we could see no trace of 
bottom. Finally. on the very edge of the 
rock itself. the sounding line struck rock 
at 18 fathoms. We managed to anchor 
and once underwater, found the rock to 
be in the nature of a pinnacle in a sea of 
30-40 fathom water. Visibility was ter- 
rific, around 150 feet. we estimated! The 
pinnacle was covered with all manner of 
flora and brilliantly colored fish of every 
description wheeled through the caves 
and crevasses in the mother rock. We 
speared a few of the specimens that were 
new to us. At the 20 fathom level I nailed 
a nice 18-lb. Hata (grouper) which Tom 
promptly topped with a 20 pounder of 
his own. Sandy not to be outdone, drag- 
ged in a 4-foot Port Jackson (or Bull- 
head) shark. 

As we returned to port that night the 
harbor water was a bright crimson. As 
we walked through the town we saw 
hundreds of gutted porpoises lining the 
streets and piers. The streets were liter- 
ally drenched in blood. The fishermen 
and their families worked way into the 
night butchering the animals and hauling 
their meat into the larger city of Ito for 
sale. 

The next morning we bade the people 
of Kawana fairwell and set out for Zushi 
and home. We had gotten more than we 
bargained for on our trip. 

Further research on the matter in all 
the books and opinions of all the liars 
(fishermen) we have consulted indicate 
that commercial fishing for porpoise is 
not generally considered 
practical. Underwater encounters with 
the creatures don’t seem to be very often 
mentioned either so we hereby report 
our experience for whatever it may tend 
to prove. >#

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NATIONAL UNDERWATER 
SPEARFISHING CHAMPIONSHIPS

National Chairman, Underwater Spearfishing 


It is no secret that there is a lot of deplorable friction between some skin divers, 
some skin diving clubs and the AAU. Errors have been made on both sides — 
which is inevitable when a sport develops as rapidly as Underwater Spearfishing did. 
As a matter of fact I am surprised that there have been so relatively few incidents. 

One of the main reasons having lead me to accept the appointment as National Chair- 
man of AAU Underwater Spearfishing was my desire to smoothen these relations and 
resolve this problem. I wanted to do my best and to eliminate frictions to the greatest 
extent possible. 

I am currently working on the appointment of a National Committee of Underwater 
Spearfishermen from all regions of the country. The committee will be composed of 
Regional AAU Representatives and representatives of the Major Skin Diving Councils. 
The objectives of the committee will be twofold: 

Recommend rule changes for regional and national championships. These changes 
to be adopted at the 1956 Annual AAU Conference (early December. Los Angeles). 

Recommend rules to establish a clear definition of an amateur and professional 
underwater spearfisherman, in accordance with basic AAU policy.

most concurrently with the spearfisl 
man has grown another type of spo 
man the abalone skin diver. The s}i 
diver’s principal interest in the abal: 
lies in its delicious meat but he is by 10 
means the discoverer of this flavora! le 
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anima!, since the first use of the abalone 
in North America extends back many 
centuries to the days of the Indians. 
Even today the abalone is responsible 
for a commercial diving industry which 
provides hundreds of thousands of 
pounds of abalone annually to the Amer- 
jean people. 

It ‘; rather peculiar that even with 
this great popularity of the abalone, as 
a pre'erred sea food, that there should 
exist -o many misleading and confusing 
rumo's as to what an abalone is. Many 


peop! don’t even know what they are 
eatin:. Before going any further it is 


best |» clear up this confusion. As far 
as th zoologist is concerned he groups 
the a'-alone in the great class of animals 
know: as Gastropoda. This cute little 
term -prings from two Greek words, gas- 
ter weaning belly and podos meaning 
foot. Accordingly then abalones belong 
to th: bellyfooted animals or better yet 
the snail family. Thus the delectable 
and opular abalone is nothing more 
than 2 sea-going snail. The name aba- 
Jone = Spanish in origin but apparently 
lacks any translative meaning. 

Thre is perhaps a _ misconception 
sharv| by local skin divers that abalones 
are s rictly limited to the North Ameri- 
ean '’acific coast, and in particular to 
the ‘ alifornia coast. This belief is en- 
tirel) erroneous. Abalones are found 
throuzhout the world with species oc- 
eurring along the coasts of North Amer- 
ica, | rance, Africa, India, China, Japan. 
Chile and Australia. Not all these aba- 
Jones are the familiar, black. green, red 
and ink critters of the California coast. 
The forms living off the coast of France 
and around the English Channel islands 
are different and are locally known as 
the ormer and those common to oriental 
waters are sometimes referred to as the 
awabi. Taxonomically the abalone is 
placed in the genus Haliotis. The four 
principal California species are Haliotis 
cracherodii, the black abalone: H. rufe- 
scens. the red abalone: H. fulgens, the 
green. abalone: and H. corrugata, the 
pink abalone. The term Haliotis itself 
means sea-ear. or better yet ear-shell. 

Every beginning skin diver has had 
the embarrassing experience of diving 
down turning over an abalone only to 
find the shell empty. It doesn’t take him 
long. however to note that upright shells 
on sandy bottoms are for the most part. 
vacant shells. This process of sweeping 
the dead abalone’s discarded shells from 
rocky areas on to sandy bottoms where 
they are subsequently buried, has with- 
out doubt gone on in the geologic past. 
The evidence for this being the occas- 
iona! find of fossilized shells in ancient 
mar ne deposits. By keeping a record 
of sich findings it has been determined 
that the oldest sedimentary rocks in 
which fossil abalone shells have been 


found are somewhere in the neighbor- 
hood of 100 million years old. Geologi- 
cally speaking this would place the old- 
est known abalone back in the Creta- 
ceous Period, or about the time of the 
last days of the great land reptiles the 
dinosaurs. 

Ecologically the modern abalone pre- 
fers temperate or tropic latitudes, dis- 
tinctly shying from colder waters. How- 
ever, there is one exception to this, since 
a species of abalone is known from the 
Alaskan and Aleutian coasts. Off Cali- 
fornia and Lower California abalones 
range from mean high tides to about 100 
feet in depth and are limited strictly to 
rocky bottoms, such as those usually 
found off headlands. Depth itself is not 
the reason behind the abalones reluc- 
tance to enter deep water but rather 
the lack of food. Abalones are herbiv- 
orous, or plant eating animals, and be- 
yond 100 feet sunlight, so essential to 
plant growth is for the most part in- 
capable of reaching the bottom, thus the 
abalone finds little there on which to 
nourish itself. 

Some very interesting findings, within 
the past fifteen years has thrown much 
light upon the movements of the abalone. 
For instance, there is evidence indicating 
that abalones are nocturnal creatures, 
preferring to forage about at night while 
remaining at home during the day. The 
wav in which home is used. is meant 
in the absolute sense. in that after each 
nightly wandering they apparently re- 
turn to a particular home spot. As a 
matter of fact. some observations have 
shown the animals to occupy small de- 
pressions or hollows seemingly scoured 
in the rock by long usage. For years 
many people have held the idea that deep 
water abalones will in time migrate to 
shallower areas. According to research 
findings. however. abalones do not 
undertake such a journey. This may 
come as a surprise to many of us who 
have blamed the partial disappearance 
of the shallow water abalone upon the 
commercial diver, in that his taking of 
great quantities of deep water abalones 
has prevented these animals from mi- 
grating shoreward to replenish the shal- 
lower 15 to 30 foot waters worked by 
skin divers. 

Unlike his distant cousin the common 
brown garden snail, abalones are not 
hermaphroditic, that is one animal does 
not contain both male and female re- 
productive organs. Abalones are, how- 
ever. very reluctant to give away their 
sex through external expressions of the 
shell. If the interested skin diver wishes 


to determine whether or not he has a 
Mr. or Mrs. he must be a little observant 
while dressing the abalone for the skillet 
or soup pot. Thinking back, perhaps 
you will recall a rather large horn shaped 
organ located just along and under the

hack or coiled end of the shell. This is 
the reproductive organ or gonad. Within 
the female this horn like body is dark 
ereen and slightly grainy while in the 
male it appears as a smooth cream col- 
ored body. It has long been known that 
these organs are in a high state of de- 
velopment during the first three months 
of the year. Consequently liberation of 
sperm and egg to the sea water for pur- 
poses of fertilization is believed to occur 
at this time. However. more recent in- 
quiries into the reproductive habits of 
the red abalone seem to indicate that re- 
production takes place during the late 
summer and early fall months. This is 
quite a contradiction, and therefore 
many of the present investigators feel 
that spawning periods probably vary 
with the species, and that outside in- 
fluences such as water temperature 
could also have some control. 

As to our knowledge of the abalone’s 
growth rate even less certainly exists. 
Some observations have shown the year 
old red abalone to have a shell diameter 
of about 1.2 inches, and that an addi- 
tional 12 years is required to reach 8 
inches. More recent findings, however, 
tend to point out that growth rate is 
probably not constant throughout the

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Abalone Cleaning and Cooking Instructions 


Pop Proctor an expert among experts shows you step by step 
how to prepare your abalone steaks prior to cooking. Most all 
who consume large quantities of this most delectable and tooth- 
some shellfish agree: Once the steak is prepared just dip it in a 
half and half mixture (by volume) of egg and milk well salted 
and peppered, then roll the steak in fine ground cracker meal 
and fry in smoking hot grease 30 to 60 seconds to a side. Drain 
on absorbant paper and serve with sliced lemon or pour preferred 
fish sauce. 
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Top to Bottom — (1) Now you have the ab, what next? (2) Turn 
he or she over on its back and slip your ab knife under the shallow 
end of the muscle, separating the meat from the shell. (3) An 
expert would then slide his hand around the solid flesh, with a 
cutting and gouging motion severing the viscera or gut from the 
foot. (4) All sides of the abalone are then trimmed with a heavy 
trim taken off the foot; no less than one fourth inch. The tim 
med abalone is then sliced (5) into 3% inch thick pieces and 
pounded with a (6) large flat wooden mallet until tender. The 
pounding is done with a flat blow of the mallet to collapse the 
muscle fiber, not a chopping action as done with beef steak

animal's life, and that the years needed 


to obtain the maximum size of the spe- 
cies will vary according to the condi- 
tion under which it had lived. 

Historically man’s use of the Cali- 
fornia abalone is certainly of interest, 
partic ilarly from the economic side. To 
begin it is necessary to return to times 
even »efore the arrival of the Spaniards 
when the Indians living along the coast 
made extensive use of the abalone not 
only .s a source of meat but as a source 
of cu-rency and jewelry. Their jewelry 
being made from the beautiful mother 
of p-arl which so brilliantly lines the 
unde side of the shell. Even today some 
of thse shells discarded by the Indians 
can -e recovered from atop the cliffs 
surr: unding Malaga Cove, just south of 
Red: ido Beach in Southern California. 
To te Indian the abalone was known as 
the : illo. 

A. er the arrival of the Spaniards and 
the anishing of many of the coastal 
Indi-ns the abalone was relatively un- 
mok ted and could be found in great 
num ers along the rocky beaches of the 
Cali ornia coast and offshore islands. 
Soo: after the completion of many of 
the . estern railroads in the 1860's scores 
of C\inese workmen were released, and 
bein fishermen by nature turned to the 
sea .nd the abalone for a new livelihood. 
The Chinese initiated a new industry to 
California; that of drying the meat and 
exporting it to the Orient, for the Amer- 
ican people, at this time, had little de- 
sire for the meat of the abalone. This 
picture changed somewhat as the abalone 
sheli became widely used in the manu- 
facturing of jewelry, inlay work, and 
buttons. During the 1870's the shells 
were actually selling at twice the price 
of the meat. The abalones, however, were 
only stripped from the littoral zone, 
from which they quickly began to dis- 
appear. This rapid removal of the aba- 
lones alarmed the Californians such that 
between 1910 and 1920 legislation was 
passed which limited the size to be taken. 
forbade the drying and exportation of 
the meat and the unfinished shells. thus 
practically eliminating the industry. To 
give an idea of the profit gained from 
the abalone the average camp of 14 fish- 
ermen would gross nearly 30 tons per 
month, which in 1913 would net them a 
neat four to five thousand dollars from 
the shells alone. 

in the late twenties the industry took 
on new strength with the introduction 
of the diving suit by the Japanese. This 
allowed them to enter the deeper waters 
in search of legal size abalones. This 
time, however, the major buyers were 
the American people since by now they 
ha! learned of the animals rich flavor, 
ani had classed them as a delicacy. This 
rejuvenation reached its peak in 1935 
w! en 3,870,920 pounds of abalone were

taken valuing some $115,000.00. With 
the advent of World War II the Japanese 
fishermen lost their fishing rights which 
left the highly profitable industry to the 
American fisherman. In 1952 alone 4,- 
784,633 pounds of abalone were stripped 
from the ocean floor by the commercial 
divers, with a total value of nearly a 
half million dollars. 

According to certain unofficial reports 
the average 8” female is capable at 
each spawning period of discharging 
some three million eggs to the sea. It 
is obvious then that the mortality rate 
is fantastically high: for if this were 
not the case the world would soon be 
nothing but abalones. To illustrate this 
consider what could happen if from one 
female the entire brood of three million 
should survive to reach a shell diameter 
of 8”. First of all, if the whole family 
should take it upon themselves to line 
up in a straight line they could easily 
reach from Los Angeles to San Fran- 
cisco, a distance of about four hundred 
miles. Secondly, if all the youngsters 
from one spawning period of this first 
generation should manage to survive to 
obtain 8”, they would total some nine 
trillion (9,000,000.000.000) individuals; 
and if lined up, would circle, the earth 
about forty-five thousand times. 

Now that we have seen what could 
happen if no fatalities occurred, consider 
what might happen if the existing popu- 
lation of mature abalone should be 
dangerously reduced. The first conse- 
quence would be a drastic decrease in the 
quantity of egg and sperm scattered into 
the sea at each spawning period. It fol- 
lows that a much lower fertilization per-

centage can be expected, in that the 
sperm’s chances of finding and uniting 
with egg is proportionally lowered. The 
natural result of this would be that fewer 
abalones are going to reach sexual matu- 
rity; thus the abalone population is fur- 
ther reduced: It is clear then, that a 
delicate balance exist between the quan- 
ity of eggs spawned, the mortality rate, 
and the size of the adult population. 

The important lesson to learn is that 
removing relatively large quanties of 
the adult animals from a particular area 
could easily upset this balance and sub- 
sequently cause their disappearance 
within this area. In part this has actually 
happened for the abalones once plentiful 
in waters from 15 to 30 feet have in 
many regions of California all but disap- 
peared. 

It has already been pointed out that 
good evidence exists indicating that aba- 
lones do not readily migrate from one 
region to another. So the damage to the 
abalone herds in the 15 to 30 foot water 
is apparently done, since many years will 
be required to replenish these areas. The 
task, however, of conservation of the 
remaining animals is entirely up to the 
people who wish to continue to enjoy 
this choice animal of the sea. To be sure 
the best way in which every sportsman 
can help is by cooperating with the State 
Fish and Game regulations. Going be- 
yond the allowed limit, bringing up 
shorts, and taking abalones out of sea- 
son are excellent procedures in bringing 
about a real shortage in abalones. It

dressed in our cold water suits... I in 
a constant-volume, poor Bob in a sup- 
posedly “dry” suit. 

“Gas on!” shouted Roger Grant as 
Doug snapped my face plate closed. Two 
pats on the head and I went over the side 
to vent myself, and check my gear. Bob, 
Doug and Roger climbed over the stern 
and into a loaded dory which was drop- 
ped astern on a tow line. Also on a tow 
line was the planing board. Ken was 
to tow me on the planing board under- 
water along the line of search, and also 
tow the dory which was to remain above 
my position astern. Finds were to be 
marked by buoys, later digging on the 
found sites, underwater photography, 
and raising of light relics would begin.

I had cleared my ears on the way 
down, but suddenly I had to clear them 
again, and I knew that I had drifted, even 
on the way down, into deeper water. I 
was much more than fifty feet here. Sud- 
denly the planing board was jerked 
from my hand and I swam desperately 
after it; caught it and hung on. Ken was 
moving his boat! 

It was obvious immediately that at the 
speed the board would plane, and with 
only a 12 foot visibility against cross cur- 
rents, this method of search would have 
to be abandoned for today. I cruised 
easily over the bottom, hoping every sec- 
ond that they would stop the motors and 
ease the increasing pressure on me so 
that I could see where I was going. 

Signals had gotten mixed on the sur- 
face and a mild confusion ensued. This 
can be humorous at times, but I was 


on the end of a devilish surging line try. 
ing to look for clues of buried ships, and 
I was being towed too fast to see «ny. 
thing. However, trial and error are the 
marks of any expedition so I decide:! to 
let go and surface just as the timbers of 
a wreck appeared plain and clear and 
unmistakable...deeply buried, but I k xew 
what I was looking at. The water see ned 
to clear for seconds and I let go the 
board, and finned hard against the «ur. 
rent for the ancient timbers. They \ ere 
buried deep, but to my heavy knife ‘hey 
revealed that they were made out of »ak, 
the peculiar laminated appearing ron 
that marked the method of productio : of 
the early eightheenth century, iron w ork- 
ers. 

I reached up to make a signal bu’ re. 
membered I’d not attached a signa to 
myself, so I searched a little longer till 
the air in my tank ran out and reluct int- 
ly swam to the surface. 

When I broke surface my reserve air 
was almost gone, and to make mai ers 
more joyful the fishing boat was merrily 
pulling the dory and planing board be- 
hind it. When I was about out of ar! 
opened my face plate and floated in the 
choppy water. Eventually, and rather 
tired the dory picked me up and | re- 
turned to the boat; and was piped ab« ard 
amid cheers. The first wreck had }ven 
found right on the line of search.

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The bottom currents, flowing strong 
at right angles to our line of search were 
too much for good planing action so I 
decided on a circular search on the first 
position fix. The boat was lined up on 
crossbearings and anchored. 

Under us, I hoped, lay the keel of the 
first scuttled ship. A stern sail was 
hoisted on the fishing boat to keep the 
boat {rom yawing in the waves; and Bob 
and | fitted our search lines and other 
searciing gear to our suits and weight 
belts. Bob slipped over the side, checked 
his gar, then duck dived to the bottom. 
He s: “faced almost immediately with an 
encru-ted piece of metal which looked 
like « large hinge off an old rigging. 

He flipped out his mouth-piece. “I 
think there’s a ship down there!” 


E\ ryone leaned over the side: Roger 
and \Joug hurriedly screwed in my air 
hose- and I went over the side and swam 
dow: to the bottom with Bob. Here 
rock. and small gravel, over-wash from 
the cefs, were covered with coralline 
encr stations. Bits of seaweed grew here 
and ‘iere. Bob indicated the spot where 
he hd picked up the hinge and I looked 
at mn. compass. The north needle was 
swin ‘ing. 

I: \ade a signal to Bob and we attached 


the «earch line to the boat’s anchor and 
prepared to make a close circular search. 


Visibility was 8 feet. As we swam just 
within sight of each other we turned over 
rocks, examined this and that, and in 
retracing our markings discovered sev- 
eral of the round smooth rocks that were 
used for ballast. Further work lead us 
to believe we were on the right track, and 
finally, by some jig-saw piecing and line 
stretching the old hulk revealed itself to 
us. 

Under the rocks were found the tim- 
ber. A sediment check and plant dis- 
tribution survey made further proof al- 
most conclusive. A marked line was then 
stretched along the bottom and measured 
and the bow section laid out. The gravel 
had fallen into the centre in a neat 
straight row down the keel line: and 
around the edges, under the rocks. the 
sediment had pilled-up over what re- 
mained of some of the ribs. We took 
underwater photos which apparently at- 
tracted two sharks. When we surfaced 
for the last time that day it was dusk and 
would soon be dark. 

Two ships had been located. The next 
day we marked off other impressions 
with white lanyards and noted the tim- 
bers and how they lay. Our underwater 
compasses went crazy and were of no 
use; principally. I believe, due to the 
amount of metal in the form of heavy 
artillery and ballast pig iron that lay 
beneath the mud and rocks. 





Bob did a gallant job while being con- 
stantly wet in the cold water. At times 
I could see him trembling with the cold 
underwater, but his enthusiasm for the 
work kept him under and gave him the 
fire of a true archeologist. We dived 
and dived in our search, but the bottom 
mud in deep water seemed to have cov- 
ered every scrap of evidence that we 
sought. Finally on the last day of 
our expedition. we moved. to the north 
side of the harbor for a last run. To- 
ward the end of the day we had swum 
over 2 miles in depths from 30 feet to 
80 feet: and we had just enough air left 
for two dives apiece in shallow water. 
Alex the Doctor kept feeding us hot cof- 
fee. Gordon was always there with the 
soup. Doug and Roger were working like 
demons on the gear, equipment, dressing 
and undressing Bob and J. rowing the 
dory; Ed Bollinger shot reels of movie 
pictures for TV. and took dozens of still 
pictures: and when we ran out of cig- 
arettes Ken would make us “roll-your- 
owns’. 

Everybody was becoming pretty tired, 
and a bit discouraged. Doug and Roger 
rowed continually watching our bubbles 
underwater. Even Bob was spending less 
time in the water because the water tem- 
peratures had gone down to 47 - 49 on 
the bottom.

“You'd better quit.” | said as we 
maneuvered the boat into our last diving 
position. Bob was continually shivering 
now. 

“Quit!” he chattered, “Not now!” 

We went over the side again. The 
dory followed the bubbles. We swam 
side by side on a compass course. Bob 
looking to the left, I to the right. Under 
us was the familiar bottom: small rocks, 
mud, a few fish. lots of lobsters with huge 
claws, bits of sea plants . . . and our pals 
the two sharks. A skate flipped its wings. 
We swam and swam but found nothing. 
We eventually came to the coastal shelf 
and found ourselves swimming gradually 
upward into lesser pressure and discov- 
ered that we were over a very rocky 
shoal. 

I brought up my camera, which was 
alway about my neck in these searches 
to make it more comfortable. when 
I noticed rocks different than 
any I’d seen so far. Very slightly dif- 
ferent in that the coralline encrustations 
were a little thicker, a little paler. As I 
reached I knew I was looking at cor- 
roded, encrusted cannon balls! 

I turned to yell underwater to Bol 
when he hollered to me. He was fran- 
tically pumping his arm up and down 
pointing to the bottom. 

“Cannon!” | heard him fairly scream 


some 
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into his mouthpiece. He furiously began 
to dig at the muzzle. Cold and sharks 
forgotten. I’m sure his yell scared them 
out of their wits. 

I swam over to ease him up on the dig- 
ging until we got the pictures when | 
discovered two other cannon laying par- 
tially uncovered, but heavily embedded 
in the rocks. I too took up the urge to 
dig. Bob swam over to me, 

“Cannon, Johnnie,” he shouted, “Can- 
non!” 

All we had found before was timber 
and bits of rigging. At last, here was 
immediate proof that we could surface. 
Proof of our finds, and proof to our- 
selves of our suppositions. 

We rolled away some rocks to get at 
the muzzle of one cannon and the rocks 
were cannon balls. I took a picture, then 
another and then we both darted hither 
and yon over the old wreck and uncover- 
ed ballast, mortar guns. bits and pieces of 
rigging and some timber. We were care- 
ful not to dislodge anything too quickly. 
It was better to let things lay as they 
were so that a proper archeological sur- 
vey could be done. 

I signaled Bob to stay down while I 
surfaced: but he grabbed two cannon 
balls in his excitement and tried to sur- 
face. Soon as his fins left the bottom the 
weight of the heavy iron promptly 
plunked him down again to the bottom. 
I could see him laugh at himself. When

I surfaced my voice carried to the nearby 
fishing boat from the dory and the loys 
cheered for our success. Doug and Roger 
were no longer tired. 

A line was tied to a bucket and I dived 
to the bottom and carefully removed sev- 
eral cannon balls and put them into the 
bucket. I signalled three pulls and up 
the bucket went with the best of our 
finds. I dived again with the bucket and 
then Bob indicated that he was freezing. 
We surfaced with the loaded bucket and 
were rowed to the boat. 

A complete survey was then made on 
what remaining air was left and then | 
surfaced for the last time on that expedi- 
tion. 

The finds were deposited in the Mu- 
seum which stands on the site of the once 
magnificent fortress. It was dark when 
we drove around the harbour to unload 
our gear fro mthe boat. The harbour was 
still, and the moon came up, and the 
wind was still too. Our voices echved 
back and forth among the high wharf 
structures like ghost voices from the un- 
derwater world.

(Arrangements made by the President 
Richard Metzler, the Secretary Beverly 
Shaft and the Chairman of Special 
Events Edward Glasford. led us to meet 
at a private lake called Brophy Lake. 
near Brighton. Michigan. As a result 


a spearfishing contest was planned along 
with two treasure hunts. (Spearfishing 
in public waters is illegal in the State of 
Michigan. ) 

At 11:00 Sunday Morning there were 
100 divers registered and waiting for 
the starting gun to begin the first con- 
test, a snorkel treasure hunt. At 11:45 
the final shot ended the contest and 
everyone was out of the water in time. 
The tokens picked up by the divers were 
recorded and tabulated during the lunch 
hour. 

As the hands of the clock approached 
the 1:30 mark, thirty-man teams lined 
the shore with their spears and floats, 
ready for the big contest. At the crack 
of the gun it was underway with the 
teams fanning out to all points of the 
compass.
